LOOK  TO  YOUR  TEETH. 

This  is  a  piece  of  advice  which  we  often  receive  from  the  dentist,  the  doctor, 
and  our  relatives  or  friends,  to  say  nothing  of  our  looking-glass,  but  which. 
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unfortunately,  we  only  too  often  neglect  to  follow.  But  for  all  that,  it  is 
most  excellent  “good  counsel,”  and  on  its  timely  adoption  our  health,  or 
perhaps  our  very  life,  and  most  certainly  our  comfort,  good  looks,  and 
continued  retention  of  a  youthful  appearance  absolutely  depend.

The  following  are  a  few  of  the  many  reasons  why  this  should  be 
done  : — 

1.  — Because  decayed  teeth  are  productive  of  much  pain. 

2.  — Because  the  pain  they  cause  cannot  otherwise  be  permanently  relieved. 

3.  — Because  toothache  may  arise,  not  merely  from  Dental  decay  or  cold, 

but  from  an  abscess  at  the  root  of  the  affected  tooth,  and  if  the 
latter  be  not  removed  the  consequences 

MAY  BE  SERIOUS,  EVEN  MORTAL. 

4.  — Because  the  decay  of  a  tooth,  if  neglected,  may  result  in  necrosis  or 

DEATH  OF  THE  AFFECTED  BONE. 

5.  — Because  in  the  absence  of  teeth,  real  or  artificial,  or  of  a  proper  number 

of  them,  the  food  cannot  be  properly  masticated,  and  indigestion 
ensues,  which  brings  on  countless  diseases,  among  them  being 

CANCER  OF  THE  STOMACH.
